Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Norman Thot on 10/21/09. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

1) Cancel non-elected claims 14-21. 

2) Claim 22 is amended as following: 

— Claim 22 (currently amended): A process for the production of sulphuric acid, 
comprising reacting a sulphur dioxide-containing feed gas, at least in part, with oxygen 
in at least two contact stages of main contacts, arranged in series, to generate sulphur 
trioxide, feeding the generated sulphur trioxide-containing gas to an absorber and 
reacting said sulphur trioxide-containing gas therein to form sulphuric acid, withdrawing 
a partial stream of the sulphur dioxide and sulphur trioxide-containing gas from a 
contact stage located upstream of the last main contact stage, wherein the partial 
stream has a sulphur trioxide content of from about 9 % by volume to about 21% by 
volume, mixing said partial stream with the feed gas so as to form a partial stream and 
feed gas mixture having a sulphur dioxide content of more than 13 % by volume and 
feeding the mixture into a pre-contact upstream from the main contact, withdrawing a 
process gas from the pre-contact, and supplying said process gas to the first contact 
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stage of the main contact, wherein the contact stages and the pre- contact contain a 
catalyst. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
While processes for the production of sulphuric acid from sulphur dioxide- 
containing gas are well known in the art, (e.g., US 5194239, US 4212855, US 6500402, 
and etc.), a partial stream withdrawn from the contact stage located upstream of the last 
main contact, with a sulphur trioxide content of about 9% to 21 % by volume, is mixed 
with the feed gas and returned back to the first contact stage as claimed has not been 
disclosed in any prior art, and has not been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of invention made. Thus, instant claims are allowable over the prior art of 
record. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1-13 and 22-25 are allowed.
